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Student’s five-year jail 
term for stashing gun 
for his gang friends

A STUDENT from Muswell Hill has been 
sentenced to five years behind bars after 
he stashed a deadly converted handgun 
inside a computer at his family home. 

A court heard how Daniel Stanigar, 22, was 
pressured into storing the gun by gang accom¬ 
plices and targeted because he was a student

with no criminal record. 

Stanigar, of Muswell 
Hill Place, pleaded 
guilty to possessing a 
converted BBM 92 
handgun and three 
live bullets and was 
sentenced at Wood 
Green Crown Court on 
April 9. 

The loaded gun was 
found hidden inside a 
computer under Stani¬ 
gar’s bed by officers from Haringey’s Crime 
Squad, which raided the house on January 7. He 
had been coerced into concealing it and was 
himself only involved “on the fringes” of gang 
culture, police said. But his actions had placed 
his family at risk and he was charged the next 
day. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable Ben 
Jefferd, of Haringey’s Crime Squad, said: 
“Stanigar pleaded guilty at the first opportunity 
due to the weight of evidence against him. He 
was a student and of previous good character 
and therefore ideal for the role he played in stor¬ 
ing the firearm. 

“With Stanigar’s assistance, the firearm would 
have remained in circulation and may have been 
used in any number of violent crimes. 

“Those who store weapons for others are 


committing a crime, as well as helping others to 
commit theirs. This case shows anyone found 
guilty of gun possession faces prison.” 

Part of Haringey CID, Haringey’s Crime 
Squad was set up in March 2009 to disrupt 
gangs and gun crime in the borough. 

Officers also target those involved in 
burglary, robbery and the supply and misuse of 
illegal drugs. 

Detective Sergeant Stuart Robinson, also from 
the squad, said: “Stanigar showed no regard for 
the safety of his family and put them at risk. We 
take all intelligence concerning firearms 
extremely seriously and where appropriate will 
act on it to make sure that guns, and those 
responsible for storing, owning and distributing 
them, are taken off the streets.”

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Foreign Minister’s praise for area on visit to Wood Green

DAVID MILIBAND paid tribute to the 
sense of community spirit on a visit to 
the Cypriot Community Centre in Wood 
Green on Monday. 

On the day Labour launched its Lon¬ 
don manifesto, the Foreign Secretary, 
along with veteran Labour campaigner 
John Prescott and Karen Jennings, the 
candidate for Hornsey and Wood Green, 
visited the centre to meet local residents 
and members of the business community. 

Addressing the packed hall, he 
praised the contribution the diverse 
communities of Cypriot origin made to 


the economy, and the social and political 
life in the area. He said: “The sort of 
relationships which exist here - they’re 
a good model for relationships we want 
to see in Cyprus itself. 

“This is a great example of how com¬ 
munities can be proud of their origin: 
proud of their roots but also proud to be 
Londoners and proud to be British.” 

As well as focusing on the local 
Cypriot community, he was keen to 
stress support for a dual-zone proposal 
for Cyprus, the eventual inclusion of 
Turkey in the EU and for Britain to play 
a central part in Europe. 

Focusing on his own north London 


roots, his schooling and his love of 
Arsenal FC, he was keen to connect 
with his electorate on a more personal 
level, even referring to his losing battle 
with John Prescott over the number of 
tweets on his Twitter trail. 

At one point a bee made an unsched¬ 
uled flight over the minister, reminding 
him of his pressing engagement at a 
cabinet meeting as a break in the vol¬ 
canic cloud allowed getting the country 
airborne again. He was quick to swat 
away the uninvited guest as a trifling 
inconvenience, quipping: “It’s got a 
yellow stripe, it must be a Lib-Dem bee.”

Dispersal zone 
back to soak 
up drink issue 

DRUG-PUSHERS and street 
drinkers harassing residents in 
Tottenham have prompted police to 
reintroduce a dispersal zone. 

The order will now be in place 
until October 19 in the area around 
West Green Road. It gives police 
officers and PCSOs the power to 
order groups of two or more people 
away and also the power to escort 
home unaccompanied young people 
loitering between 9pm and 6am. 

Anyone staying in the area after 
being asked to leave could be 
punished by three months in prison 
or a fine of up to £2,500. 

Police and PCSOs will regularly 
patrol the area until October in a 
bid to cut down on anti-social 
behaviour. Sergeant Lee Hobbs, 
from Tottenham Green Safer 
Neighbourhood team, explained: 
“We’ve reintroduced the order in 
response to concerns from residents 
about groups congregating in the 
area causing anti-social behaviour, 
drinking in the street, selling 
cannabis, littering and making 
inappropriate comments. 

“Since the order lapsed in 
December we’ve carried out high- 
visibility patrols, stop-and-search 
and working with businesses to try 
to address the issues in other ways. 
However, we are still seeing 
problems in the area.” 

PCSOs may also detain offenders 
under the legislation as part of the 
Anti-social Behaviour Act 2003.

Pounding London’s streets to

TWO paramedics from Tottenham are 
limbering up for this weekend’s Flora 
London Marathon when they will take 
to the streets for a children’s charity. 

Crewmates Romana Skotzen and 
Arron Bonning will run in Sunday’s 
marathon to raise money for MERU, a 
charity which designs and makes 
equipment for young people with dis¬ 
abilities in London. 

The pair recently visited the charity 
in Epsom to find out more about the 
needy young people it helps, provid¬ 
ing them with inspiration for the last 
few painful miles. 

Romana said: “We’re really excited 
to be running for such a great cause. I 
was amazed at the design process the 
engineers go through - from simple 
controls to help children move their 
own wheelchairs, to helping an 18- 
year-old participate with his brothers 
in a sport he loves.” 

The London Ambulance Service is 
hoping to raise £25,000 over the next 
two years for MERU, which was 


selected by staff. But their training has 
not been straightforward, with Arron 
suffering several health problems in 
the run-up.

FORMER antique toy dealer Pete 
McAskie is standing for the Green Party. 
The 59-year-old has lived in Haringey 
most of his 
adult life and 
calls Wood 
Green home. 
He stood as a 
parliamentary 
candidate in 
Tottenham in 
2005. He has 
been involved 
in the party 
for 20 years 
after he 
became 
worried about 
inequality and 
the ticking 
environmental 
time bomb. 



Mr McAskie, a father-of-two, said: “In 
our Green New Deal we pledge to create 
a million jobs in transport, recycling and 
renewable energy. 

“The government has put only a 
minute fraction of what they put into the 
motor industry into green industries. 

“We can no longer live as we are - we 
need to restructure. Our policies are 
about improving the quality of people’s 
lives rather than just GDP.” 

Mr McAskie also expressed concern 
about The Whittington Hospital. 

He believes environmental issues are 
relatively high on the agenda for 
residents but acknowledged it is hard to 
divert voters away from the bigger 
parties. “If you don’t vote for green 
policies you won’t get them. The other 
parties’ policies are usually ten or 20 
years behind ours. But that’s just going 
to be too late.” 


FORMER nurse and mum-of-two Karen 
Jennings hopes to challenge the Liberal 
Dems’ lead in Hornsey and Wood Green. 

She puts Labour’s 2005 defeat in 
the constituency down to the Iraq 
war and said the campaign is 
picking up real momentum. 

“People are beginning to 
appreciate Labour’s record 
and the way Gordon 
Brown has handled the 
economy,” she said.

She 
pledges a strict open- 
door policy for residents 
on her constituency 
office if elected. 


AMONG the names on the ballot sheet 
is businessman and first-time 
Conservative candidate Richard Merrin. 

The 43-year-old believes his experience 
running his

warning the nation is not over the worst 
of the crunch. 

Mr Merrin lived in Crouch End from 
the age of 17 and, though currently 
living in Kentish Town, has promised to 
return to the borough if elected. 

He pledged to listen closely to local 
business people about how best to help 
them and to work hard to create more 
jobs in the area. 

Mr Merrin also promised to improve 
education in the constituency, and 
described the threat facing The 
Whittington Hospital in nearby 
Highgate Hill as “extraordinary”. He 
reiterated the pledge made by shadow 
health secretary Andrew Lansley to 
immediately halt the review under a 
Tory government. “Latest figures show a 
swing from Lib Dem to Tory. People are 
waking up to the fact they’ll get Gordon 
Brown again,” he added. 



LYNNE FEATHERSTONE is standing for 
re-election in the Hornsey and Wood Green 
seat, with saving The Whittington coming 
“first and foremost”. 

The Lib Dem candidate says she has cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly during the last parliamen¬ 
tary term on issues which matter, estimating 
she has helped more than 28,000 people 
since first elected in 2005.

“There are 16,000 carers out 
there who do not have any 
access to the services meant to 
be available for them. Gordon 
Brown promised £150million 
to help carers with respite 
care, but all the parties 
have since gone quiet - 
we have never seen any 
of the money. If Mr 
Brown had been true to 
his word that would 
have been great.”

LAST year my surprise laugh date 
at the movies was The Hangover. 

Set over the course of one event¬ 
ful night it showed the hilarious 
chain of events triggered by one 
character doing something slightly 
different from the norm.

Intent on dining at Manhattan’s 
newest, chicest restaurant, but with¬ 
out a reservation, Phil and Claire take 
a table booked under the name Trip- 
plehorn... which leads them to a run 
in with two thugs... a corrupt police 
force... Mark Wahlberg as a super 
cool, topless private detective... a 


thrilling car chase involving conjoined 
cars... Ray Liotta as a Mr Big gang¬ 
ster... a randy, violent couple... and 
the strangest of lap dances. 

Along the way Phil and Claire 
learn lots about each other and 
reanimate their pedestrian, comfy 
relationship, while we learn that 48 
Hours meets North By Northwest is 
not quite the car crash it sounds. 

It’s not perfect - some scenes 
don’t quite work - but there are 
more than enough that do, a tribute

Neither rice nor spice to 
commend at old favourite

THE days may be getting longer and 
brighter but sadly one well-established 
Indian restaurant in north London 
appears to have had its day. 

We have eaten at Day Of The Raj on 
numerous occasions in the past 15 
years. Although slightly pricier than 
some of its high street rivals it was 
always worth the extra cost with its fine 
decor, including lavish chandeliers, and 
friendly attentive staff. 

So where did it go wrong on our last 
visit? Quite simply, the food was terrible. 

As normal when reviewing Indian 
restaurants I opted for my default dish 
lamb madras (£5.90), which was float¬ 
ing in a runny sauce. It was sour and 
lacked heat, body and depth. But being 
famished I did eat it. My partner’s 
default curry is of the mild, creamy 


persuasion. So what a disappointment 
when the chicken kashmiri (£5.90) was 
presented with an even wetter red 
sauce - not even a hint of cream or 
almond usually associated with the 
dish. It was more familiar of a very poor 
sweet and sour chicken a hospital 
might serve. Not what was ordered and 
not eaten. 

But surely the rice must have been 
fine? Wrong. It was totally overcooked 
to the point where just squeezing it 
between fingers reduced it to a pulp. So 
it got sent back. Minutes later another 
portion arrived...exactly the same! 

It’s damage limitation now and I 
called to a man in a silver suit who was 
holding court with some other regulars. 
I was dismissed out of hand and he 
sent over the waiter who I had already 
had the rice summit with. 

Rice portion No.3 turns up.... still with 
the texture of bathroom grout. 

It’s time to exit. At my request, the 
kashmiri and the rice were deducted 
from the bill. 

Restaurants can get it wrong and an 
apology is sometimes enough to 
appease the diner. If Day Of The Raj 
continues to treat people likely this, I 
fear its days could be numbered.

GARETH BALE stacked the odds of his 
team finishing in a top-four spot in 
Spurs’ favour on Saturday as his man-of- 
the-match performance and goal helped 
the Lily whites to a precious 2-1 over 
Premier League leaders Chelsea. 

With a first-of-the-century win over 
Arsenal in midweek, Spurs had an extra 
spring in their step as they outshone their 
London rivals in the late-afternoon sun. 

Jermain Defoe put an end to his recent 
poor form from the spot by smashing 
home a 15th-minute penalty to give 
Tottenham the lead after Chelsea skipper 
John Terry handled in the area. 

Bale added a second on 43 minutes 
after Roman Pavlyuchenko’s through 
ball sent the Welshman on one of his 
many left-wing forays, and after a fierce 
burst of pace he cut inside defender 
Paulo Ferreira and struck a right-foot 
shot inside Petr Cech’s near post. 

The Blues showed signs of feeling 
the pressure at the top as they failed to 
break through the home side’s resolute 
defence - none more so than Terry, who 
was dismissed just after the hour mark 
for a second yellow card following a 


reckless lunging tackle on winger Bale. 

Spurs created numerous chances to 
extend their lead further but it was 
Chelsea who scored the third goal of this 
derby clash in the second minute of what 
turned out to be a nail-biting five min¬ 
utes of extra time at White Hart Lane. 

But the hosts’ hung on to cap a mem¬ 
orable week, much to the delight of 
manager Harry Redknapp. 

“I expected them to come at us and 
thought we would be under the cosh a bit 
because of the way they play and the 
extra man they have in midfield,” 
he said. 

“I could see them getting real control 
of the game, but we got after them, 
and won back the ball when we lost 
possession.” 

When asked about the team’s chances 
of remaining in the newly reclaimed 
Champions League fourth spot, he said: 
“We’re still in there, we’ve won seven 
out of the last eight league games and 
you can’t ask for more than that.” 

As he disappeared down the tunnel to 
a final chorus of “when the Spurs go 
marching in” being belted out from all 
four stands, the fans, it seemed, were 
inclined to agree.
